We, Timothy O'Brien, John Beard, and Lowell Underwood, declare and say as 
follows: 

1. We are co-inventors of the subject matter claimed in the above-identified U.S. 
Patent Application Serial No. 10/715,066, filed November 17, 2003, which claims 
priority to provisional application serial no. 60/427,045, filed on November 15, 2002. 

2. We are also coauthors with Kazushi Shigemasa of the cited paper O'Brien, TJ., 
J.B. Beard, L.J. Underwood, and K. Shigimasa (2002) "The CA125 gene: a newly 
discovered extension of the glycosylated N-terminal domain doubles the size of this 
extracellular superstructure." Tumor Biology 23 :154-169. 

3. Kazushi Shigamasa was a research fellow in our laboratory, visiting from 
Japan, when he contributed to the work reported in the cited paper. He performed some 
experiments analyzing the biological role of CA125 in cancer. He did not have a 
significant role in cloning and sequencing CA125 nucleic acids. 

4. Although Dr. Shigamasa is a coauthor of the cited paper, he is not a coinventor 
of the subject matter disclosed therein. 

5. We further declare that all statements made herein of our own knowledge are 
true, and that all statements made on information or belief are believed by us to be true; 
and further that these statements are made with knowledge that willful false statements
